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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . An Amendment After-Final was filed 1/10/06, and will be entered into the application, 
and in which all Claims except 23, 24, 27 and 28 have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 23, 24, 27 and 28 are allowable because prior art does not disclose a two- 
wheeled vehicle comprising, inter alia, 

upper and lower triple clamps coupled to a shock tube, 
a coil-over shock disposed within the tube, 
a pair of bearings coupling the tube to a steering tube, 
a top bolt coupling the tube to the upper triple clamp, with a passage, 
wherein the coil-over shock includes a setting mechanism accessible via the passages 
through the top bolt and shock tube.
